You know plants are similar 
to people in that they propa- 
gate and produce additional 

lants. Fortunately ours have 
bach extremely active this sum- 
mer and have produced some 
mighty fine offspring. These 
of course we have for sale, com- 
plete with pedigree, and guar- 
anteed as to vigor and future 
productiveness. 

There is some danger in the 
“future productiveness" part 
that you may be overwhelmed 
by the activity of your own 
plants. However, it's a minor 
danger, except for Bermuda 
grass, and we see no cause for 
worry. Anyway we sell pruning 
shears if they get too delin- 
quent. 

Some plants, like English Hol- 
ly, have to be planted in pairs 
to be productive. These we 
have labeled as to sex to elim- 
inate any mistakes, but don't 
ask us how we know! There are 
others, like Nandina ‘and many 
of the fruit trees, which should 
also be pared up for best re- 
sults. The advantage of this 
botanical quirk is we get to sell 
two at a time. 

We have been searching 
through these pedigreed plants 
for some that might entice you 
outside—away from your over- 
heated television set—and pre- 
sent the following: English daisy, 
Iceland poppy, fox glove, coral
